Cuthill, the Manager of. the Baths 
Department of the Dundee Corpora- 
tion, shows that there ‘are three 
swimming ponds in the building, 
40 private baths, . Turkish ., baths, 
foam baths, brine. baths, oxygen 
and CQ2 baths, violet and: ultra- 
violet..light -baths. The water. in 
the swimming ponds is salt. water 
pumped from the River Tay, filter 
ed and. heated to.72 deg. F. In the 
Summer months the ponds . are 
cleaned’ out and refilled daily, 
Children.up to 14 years of'age may 
have a private bath for a ‘penny, 
soap and towel included. 

Last year 216,000 persons used 
the Central Baths, the revenue 
being £4,500.
